PRIGE-FIXING BOARD NAMED 


Farmers Represented—Grain 
Men Serve Unpaid—Millers 
and Exchanges Co-operate. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The food 
administration prepared today to take 
over the entire 1917 wheat crop, if 
nécessary, to stabilize the price of 
Wheat throughout the year. It formed 
a $30,000,000 corporation, with all of 
the stock held by the Federal Govern- 
ment, to Buy and sell wheat at the 
principal terminals. 

The move was one of a series largely 
‘with the object to reducé the price ot 
bread. Millers already have agreed to 
put themselves ‘under voluntary regu- 
lations and are working out with the 
tood administration a differential of 
profits: Distribution of flour by whole- 
salers and thé baking of bread will be 
taken up next. 

The hope of the food administration 
is to establish a scale of priccs from 
the farm to the grocery store, climinat- 
‘ing undue profits and enaing specuia- 
tion. The maintenance of a standard 
price for wheat,. its officials believe, 
is the first and most necessary ‘step. 

In announcing the formation. of the 
wheat corporation, the food administra-

PETROGRAD, Aug. 15.—Former Em- 
peror Nicholas and his family were re- 
moved yesterday from the palace at 
Tsarskoe Selo to a destination which, 
although the Provisional Government re- 
fuses to reveal it, is reported to be 
Tobolsk, Siberia. 

N. V. Nekrasoff, Vice Premier, said 
to The Associated Press today that the 
removal of the ex-Czar was decided on 
after a series of secret sessions of the 
Council of Ministers late last month. 
The motives of the Ministers, he said, 
are political and military. it was de- 
cided to get Nicholas out of the way be- 
tore circumstances arose making it dif- 
ficult. When he reaches his destination 
the facts will be announced. 

No one except the local military and 
officials specially sent from Petrograd 
witnessed the departure of the ex-Em- 
peror, and, according to M. Nekrasoff, 
the accounts published in the only news- 
paper which reported the departure 
were imaginary. 

It appears that the plan was to re- 
move Nicholas before dawn, but the 
train arrived at Tsarskoe Selo several

Without lifting his eyes from the 
ground he entered an automobile, ac- 
companied by Prince Dolgoroukoff and 
Count Benckendorff, former Court Mar- 
shal, who thus far have s the cap- 
tivity of the fallen ruler.

andra, who was accompanied by Countess 
Naryshken, her close friend and former 
Lady of the Court; all the four Grand 
Duchesses, with their maids of honor, 
and finally by Alexis, the former heir

In order to k the departure tecret 
as long as possible the train was not 
drawn up to the station platform, but 
was kept on a side track some distance 
away, to which Nicholas and his party 
went. The public was unaware cf the 
transfer until late last night. In order 
to keep up the fiction that Nicholas was 
still in the palace the guards were re- 
tained around the park, and special 
vigilance was shown in keeping the 
people away. 

Many rumors are current in regard to 
the motives for the removal of the Im- 
perial family. The semi-official news 
agency says the demands for Nicholas’s 
transfer were due to fears of the au- 
thorities that attempts would be made 
to liberate him in connection with a 
counter-revolutionary movement. A 
prevalent theory is that the discovery 
of the letter in which General Gurko, 
former commander of the southwest- 
ern front, expressed loyalty to the for- 
mer 2 and of plots to effect the 
escape of Nicholas caused the Council of 
Deputies to demand his removal to a 
safer place—either Tobolsk, or Kos- 
troma, which was the o nal seat of 
the Romanoff family. .

GERMAN RETREAT 


Pictures of the Battle of Arras 
Show the British Advance 
Despite Foe's Hindrance. 


SEEN AT A PRIVATE VIEW 
Conditions Our Men Will Face in 
France Portrayed in the Latest Of- 
ficial Movie of Conflict’s Progress. 


A new reel of official British war pic- 
tures, soon to be released to the public, 
was shown privately yesterday morning 
at the Strand Theatre to newspaper 
men and a few persons interested in the 
preparations for our part in the war. 
The new pictures fulfill adequately the 
intention of the British authorities in 
making them, that js to have in per- 
petuity a picture history of the struggle 
in its various phaseg and the aroused 
intense interest, the more so because 
the conditions they showed are those 
soon to be faced by American troops. 

This is the fourth jnstallment of the 
British series. The first, How Britain 
Prepared,’ showed the fleet mobilized 
and Kitchener's army in the making; 
the second, the new army in action in 
the battle of the Somme, and the third, 
that army, grown wise in warfare and 
provided with new devices and new 
methods brought into being by the ne- 
cessity of trench, fighting, at the turn- 
ing of the tide in the battle of the 
Ancre. The new film is called The 
Retreat of the Germans and it por- 
trays the battle of Arras.

MR. ROOTS MESSAGE FROM 


RUSSIA. 

The speech of Etrnu Noor at the 
reception in the City Hall yester- 
day in honor of the American Mis- 
sion to Russia was a message of 
faith in Russia and in democ- 
racy, of courage and hope to the 
United States. That great crystalline 
intellect, lighted, in years that would 
be old age to most men, with the 
flame of a passionate patriotism, has 
never spoken words of deeper import 
to his countrymen. He let us see the 
Russian people, 180,000,000 souls, 
without a government, forced, with- 
out knowledge. or habit, to command 
themselves, instead of obeying docilely 


He showed them bewildered, dis- 
cussing things at random. He showed 
the violent Socialists and anarchists, 
the German tools who told the soldiers 
it is the 
‘| Czar’s”; the returned Russians from 
America who slandered it and de 
ceived their trusting brethren; he 
showed the brood of propagandists, 
spies and bribers, all the new “ dark 


triumph of Germany. He showed us 
the real and true representatives of 
America, his mission, telling the 
Russians not to despair, encouraging 
and helping the few strong faithful 
men, KERENsKYr and his best asso- 
ciates in their gigantic task of cre- 
ating a free Russian world out of 
chaos, of refounding discipline, order, 
government. 
Those of us who have beeh impa- 


struggling, confused, well meaning 
multitude, misled, betrayed, but never 
for long, are confuted by Mr. Roo 
just praise of contemporary Russia: 

I know. of no greater instance of 
competency for self-government than 
has been given in Russia in the last 
few months. The Russian people know 
‘they can’t build up a civilization upon 

the elements of their character if 
German influence is allowed to re- 
main in their country. 

To the disloyal in this country Mr. 
Roor gave a warning in words whose 

dignity and solemnity of thought find 
an equal solemnity and dignity of ex- 
pression: 

I said that we took a message of 
faith in democracy. We return to re- 
peat it. Here, as in Russia, 3 
German propaganda is seeking to sap 
the strength of democracy. Here, as 

in Russia, German money is seeping 
through the county, seeking to un- 
dermine the press and public men 
and to establish a structure of treason. 

Here, as there, there are weak senti- 

mentalists who lend themselves to the 

most terrible enemy of peace and jus- 
tice and humanity since the fall of 

Guenois KHAN. Here, as there, there 

are men who proclaim their patriot- 

lam and sell their country. But here, 
as there, the long-suffering forces of 
democracy are gathering to take the 
power into their own hands. And 
when they act, let these men beware. 

Mr. Roor has seen the work of the 
traitors in Russia. His warning | 
against their imitators in America 
has a stern significance. “ Let these 

men beware! 
“BONDS OR TAXES? 

Washington telegrams express sur- 
prise that a few more billions are 
needed for war uses. It might have 
been thought that the capacity for 
that sort of surprise had been ex- 
hausted on the part of those so well 
informed as those who lay and those 
who spend the taxes. Certainly there 
can be no excuse for surprise at the 
fact that the need is greater for as- 
sistance to our allies than for our own 
particular purposes. The Chancellor 
of the British Exchequer, when ask- 
ing for his latest and largest credit, 

It, is an open secret that we have 

spent so freely of our resources that 
those available for payments in Amer- 
ica had become nearly exhausted 
when our great ally entered into this 

That was as fair notice to us as to 
Parliament. Germany would be near- 
er victory now if England had not 
financed the. Allies up to our entrance 
into the war. It was an unspeakably 
greater burden for England than for 


tient with, or unjust to, that mighty, 


finance our banks and our factories. 


to make the advances necessary, first, 


shall starve cur industries if we do 
not. We have experienced the benefi- 
cial results of the expenditure of for- 
eign funds here, and in a merely self- 
ish sense we should lend the Allies 
money to spend here. Moreoyer, we 
must, whether we would or no. 
There is more room for difference 
of opinion about methods of raising 
the funds, but it will grow less as the 
sums grow greater. It needs no argu- 
ment that it is easier to ‘borrow bil- 
lions than to pay billions in cash. In 
tact, the ease of borrowing is one of the 
arguments against borrowing. Many 
who regard borrowing as the better 
as well as the easier way of finding 
funds on the scale of billions regret 
the fever of trade through spending 
the easy money. On this point, too, 
British experience reassures us. They 
have traveled the road upon which 
we are but just entering. They have 
both borrowed and taxed upon a scale 
greater proportionately than any likely 
to be asked of us. And they regret 
their taxes more than their bond is- 
sues. In Mr. BonaRk Law’s words, 80 
applicable to our present position: 
The cause of the rise in prices is not 
in the main profiteering. It is the in- 
flation due to the high expenditure. 
The remedy is to be found in the con- 
trol of that expenditure, 
That is the method adopted by us in 
advance of the requisition for more 
funds, and without knowledge of the 
conclusion to which experience had 
brought British lawmakers and tax 
layers.
